It  is  midnight  on  Friday.  Most 
residents  of  Mass  Pike  Tower 
and  South  Cove  Plaza  East  are 
already  safely  tucked  away  in 
their  beds  for  the  night.  But 
outside  on  the  streets  just  below 
their  windows,  a  monotonous 
ritual  is  only  beginning  and  will 
continue  non-stop  through  the 
early  morning  hours. 

On  the  block  looped  by  Tre¬ 
mont  St.  by  the  Church  of  All 
Nations,  a  few  scantily-dressed 
women  begin  to  stroll  up  and 
down  the  well-lit  streets.  Occa¬ 
sionally  a  car  from  the  constant 
stream  of  traffic:  will  stop,  a

woman  will  walk  up  to  the  car, 
lean  over  by  the  window,  talk  for 
a  while.  She  either  gets  in  the  car 
and  speeds  away  to  return  about 
a  half  hour  later  or  continues  her 
leisurely  walk. 

As  the  night  wears  on,  more 
women  join  this  ritual,  and  the 
stream  of  traffic  grows  after  2 
a.m.,  when  nearby  theaters  end 
their  last  performances  and 
businesses  in  the  Combat  Zone 
call  it  a  day. 

All  through  the  night,  inside 
the  dimly  lit  Elliot  Norton  Park 
and  by  the  Church  of  All 
Nations,  three  or  four  men 
cluster  on  benches,  chatting  and 
smoking  aimlessly. 

The  activity  is  briefly  inter¬ 
rupted  when  beginning  at  3  a.  m. 
a  police  cruiser  comes  down  one 
of  the  streets  every  15  minutes 
or  so.  At  these  times,  the  activity 
stops,  with  both  men  and  women 
disappearing  into  the  shadows 
only  to  reappear  once  the  cruiser 
has  traveled  a  safe  distance 
away. 

Sidewalks  bustling  with  wo¬ 
men  and  men  in  women 's 
clothes,  along  with  car  stereos  at 
full  volume  and  glaring  head¬ 
lights  are  all  part  of  the  scene  in 
the  middle  of  a  residential  area 
called  South  Cove.  At  4  a.m.,  the 
activity  shows  no  sign  of  sub¬ 
siding. 

Further  down  towards  the 
heart  of  the  Combat  Zone,  or 
adult  entertainment  district,  on 
Harrison  Ave.  and  Kneeland  St. 


similar  scenes  take  place 
through  the  night. 

This  was  one-night’s  observa¬ 
tion  of  prostitution  in  China¬ 


town/South  Cove  by  SAMPAN, 
but  residents  and  business 
owners  say  that  the  same  scene 
has  happened  every  night  for 
years. 


A  petition  signed  by  330  ten¬ 
ants  of  Mass  Pike  Towers,  a 
subsidized  housing  compex  in 
South  Cove,  was  submitted  to 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  during 
his  neighborhood  hearing  in 
June,  urging  the  City  and  the 
police  to  do  something  to  stem 
the  prostitution  problem  plagu¬ 
ing  the  neighborhood. 

Shirley  Lee,  former  manager 
and  long-time  tenant  of  the 
complex,  said  although  there 
have  been  more  police  patrols 
and  vice  squad  members  in  the 
area  since  the  petition  was 
submitted,  the  situation  is  still 
very  bad.  Prostitutes  continue  to 
solicit  clients  along  the  streets 
surrounding  Mass  Pike  Tower, 
she  said. 

“They  use  our  parking  lot  to 
do  business  at  night,’’  Lee  said. 
-She  said  prostitutes  and  pimps 
can  be  seen  around  the  complex 
24  hours  a  day. 

“Sometimes  they  sit  on  the 
benches  right  outside  the  build¬ 
ing  like  they  own  the  place.  It’s 
not  good  for  the  children.  They 
do  not  hassle  the  tenants,  but 
it’s  not  good  to  look  at,”  Lee 
said.  And  at  night,  the  women 
and  their  pimps  are  heard 
fighting  with  each  other  and 
talking  loudly,  which  bother  the 
tenants  living  at  lower  levels, 
she  added. 

“Some  female  tenants  wait¬ 
ing  at  the  corner  of  the  streets 
for  buses  are  mistaken  foi 
prostitutes  by  cops  and  some¬ 
times  by  johns.  They  will  stop 
their  cars  in  front  of  women,” 
she  said. 

Lee  offered  as  a  solution  to 
change  the  traffic  direction  of 
the  streets  around  the  housing 
complex  to  prevent  cars  from 
circling  around  the  complex  to 
pick  up  prostitutes. 

“We  need  extra  patroling, 
especially  at  night.  I  think 
tenants  should  get  involved  too. 
They  should  call  the  police.  If 
people  don’t  complain,  the  po¬ 
lice  will  not  do  anything,”  she 
said. 

Several  of  the  tenants  of  Mass 
Pike  Tower  agreed  to  talk  to 
SAMPAN  about  the  problem  on 
the  condition  that  their  identities 
not  be  disclosed. 

“It’s  not  like  this  when  I 
moved  in.  The  place  used  to  be 
very  nice.  It’s  only  the  last  three 
or  four  years  when  things  have 
gotten  worse.  Now  girls  -are 
stopping  the  people  going  to  the 
church  [Church  of  All  Nations). 
They  are  all  around  the  com¬ 
pound.  There  are  rubbers  all 
over  the  streets.  Girls  are 
scantily  clad  and  they  are  there 
day  and  night,”  said  an  elderly 
tenant  who  has  lived  in  the 
building  for  ten  years. 

“I  hate  to  go  in  and  out  of  the 
building  because  of  these  people

L.  Fuller  said.  May  only 
got  arrested  once  or  twice  a  year, 
which,  according  to  Fuller,  is  not 
a  bad  record  and  an  indication 
that  she’snot  a  “real pro”  who’s 
out  there  to  earn  a  living. 

The  tall,  black,  soft-featured 
woman  told  of  her  start  as  a 

a+rAAi.  walkar 

“I  started  when  I  was  14.  I 
have  been  in  business  for  about 
20  years.  I  came  from  a  poor 
fondly.  I  want  more  expensive 
things  that  my  family  could  not 
afford.  Started  stealing  first. 
Then  went  on  the  street,  get  onto 
drugs,  heroine,  coke,  pills.  Once 
you  start  hustling,  you  auto¬ 
matically  get  into  drugs.  Drugs 
and  hustling  usually  go  to¬ 
gether.  I  sleep  all  day  and  work 
all  night.  Once  you  get  on  the 


street,  you  definitely  went  back 
to  drugs,”  she  said  in  a  quiet 
voice  as  she  sat  in  the  court  room 
waiting  to  be  tried. 

It  turned  out  that  she  was 
sentenced  to  a  week  in  a 
Framingham  prison  because  she 
defaulted  on  $150  fine.  She 
looked  upon  the  seven  days  as  a 
chance  to  give  her  body  a  rest. 

“Locked  up  for  a  week,  it 
gives  me  a  chance  for  the 
heroine  to  clean  out  from  mv 
system.  Kick  the  habit  for  a 
while/’  May  said  matter-of- 
factly.  Her  only  worry  was  her 
mother  whom  she  lived  with  in 
Roxbury. 

“My  mother  doesn’t  like  it. 
But  she  knows  what  I  am  doing. 
She’s  not  shocked,  ’ '  May  said  pf 
her  elderly  mother. 

She  has  been  on  and  oft  drugs 
for  the  last  20  years,  she  said. 

“I  wanted  to  kick  the  habit 
and  get  a  job.  ft’s  better  for  my 
system  and  my  body.  I’d  rather 
hustle  for  my  home  or  clothes 
rather  than  for  drugs.  I  can’t 
even  pay  my  fines  because  of 
drugs.  This  is  the  first  time  I 
didn’t  pay  my  fine,”  she  said. 

“I  have  been  through  a  lot  of 
danger.  I  was  stabbed,  stran¬ 
gled,  someone  tried  to  rape  me, 
and  I  was  attacked  many  times. 
If  I  was  not  on  drugs,  I  would  not 
be  doing  it  all  day  long,  but  off 
and  on,”  May  said. 

“It's  a  mind  thing  to  kick  the 
habit.  You  have  to  put  your  mind 
to  it  to  fight  it.  Framingham  is  a 
lousy  place  to  stay.  They  lock 


you  up  22  hours  a  day.  But  at 
least  when  I  come  back  out,  I  will 
feel  better,”  May  concluded. 

Fuller  brought  up  a  robust 
white  women,  “Samantha”. 
She  was  arrested  for  shoplifting 
on  this  particular  day.  But  she 
has  a  long  record  of  prostitution 
and  drug-related  charges.  Fuller 
said,/  and  warned  that  the 
woman  was  under  the  influence 
of  drugs. 

Samantha  explained  in  a 
dreamy  tone  that  she  goes  on  the 
streets  occasionally  because  she 
needs  to  pay  bills  and  rent  and 
she  wants  to  earn  money  to  go  to 
a  rehabilitation  clinic  in  Florida. 

‘  ‘I  was  in  a  clinic  in  Florida  for 
one  and  a  half  years.  I  kicked  the 
habit  and  went  straight  for  two 
years.  I  came  back  to  Boston  in 
1983  and  started  again,”  she 
said  and  explained  that  the 
clinics  in  Boston  have  a  long 
waiting  list  for  treatment. 

“I  started  out  when  I  was  13. 1 
ran  away  from  home.  I  could  not 
get  along  with  my  mother.  My 
parents  split  up.  The  first  time,  I 
was  in  Kenmore  Square.  I  have 
no  place  to  stay.  A  man  offered 
me  $20  to  stay  the  whole  night 
with  him,”  the  26-year-old 
woman  said. 

Samantha  said  her  family 
feared  that  any  day  they  could 
receive  a  phone  call  and  some¬ 
body  would  tell  them  she  was 
dead  in  a  garbage  bag. 

‘  ‘I  want  more  than  anything  in 
the  world  to  stop  prostitution. 
It’s  just  that  when  I  came  back  to 


Boston,  I  am  broke,”  she  said. 

Fuller  is  worried  about 
Samantha  because  she  is  ex¬ 
panding  into  an  other  field. 
“She’s  become  a  thief  now,” 
she  said. 

After  14  years  of  experience 
handling  prostitutes,  Fuller  sees 
them  as  falling  into  five  categor¬ 
ies.  First,  there  are  the  drug 
addicts.  Second,  the  occasional 
prostitutes  who  are  probably  on 
welfare  and  go  out  on  the  streets 
nowand  then  just  to  supplement 
their’welfare  checks.  Third,  the 
kids  from  broken  homes,  who 
nobody  wants  and  nobody  can 
deal  with.  They  are  left  out  on 
the  streets  and  become  easy 
targets  for  pimps.  Fourth,  the 
*  ‘real  working  girls’  ’  who  are  out 
there  to  earn  a  living.  Finally, 
there  are  the  transvestites. 

“There  is  really,  really  a 
problem,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  with 
the  drug  addicts.  They  are  so 
sick  and  desperate.  This  is  their 
only  way.  If  they  don’t  go  on  the 
streets  and  turn  their  tricks, 
what  they  do  is  rob,  because 
they  need  the  money  for  the 
drugs  and  cocaine,”  she  said. 

“I  am  all  for  heavy  fines.  My 
original  proposal  was  to  hit  the 
prostitutes  with  $200  fines  every 
time  they  come  in.  But  then,  as  a 
probation  officer,  I  see  them  as 
individuals.  I  don’t  see  them  as 
statistics.  I  mean  I  would  hate  to 
live  in  a  neighborhood  with  them 
around.  It’s  a  terrible,  terrible 
thing,”  Fuller  explained.

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Most  people  are  familiar  with 
the  medical  history  and  the 
general  physical  examination 
that  the  physician  performs  in 
order  to  diagnose  an  illness  or 
medical  problem.  Frequently, 
however,  other  tests  may  be 
recommended  by  the  physician. 
What  are  some  of  these  tests  and 
why  and  how  do  they  aid  in  the 
care  of  patients? 

The  reason  why  certain  tests 
are  recommended  are  manifold 
and  vary  tremendously  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  situation  at  hand. 
Most  often  a  test  is  ordered  to 
help  confirm  or  exclude  a 
particular  diagnosis  suspected 
from  the  history  or  physical 
examination.  An  example  would 
be  checking  a  blood  test  for  the 
sugar  level  when  diabetes  is 


suspected.  At  other  times,  tests 
may  find  the  cause  of  a  know 
diagnosis  (a  urine  culture  test 
can  define  the  type  of  a  bacteria 
or  germ)  causing  a  urinary 
system  infection.  Some  test 
results  may  aid  in  assessing  the 
severity  of  a  problem  and  are 
therefore  of  prognostic  value. 
Still  other  tests  can  be  followed 
serially  to  monitor  disease  pro¬ 
gression  and/or  the  results  of  a 
treatment  (such  as  following  the 
red  blood  cell  count  during  the 
treatment  of  anemia) . 

Blood  testing  is  one  of  the 
most  commonly  used  diagnostic 
aids  in  medicine  today  as  it  is 
easily  accessible  and  the  risks 
and  problems  for  the  patient  are 
minimal  or  non-existent.  Blood 
is  broken  down  into  two  major 
parts.  The  first  contains  the 
formed  elements  and  includes 
red  blood  cells  (RBC),  white 
blood  cells  (WBC)  and  platelets. 
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The  RBC’s  carry  oxygen  to  all 
parts  of  the  body  as  they  flow  in 
the  blood.  (When  the  RBC  count 
is  low,  the  patient  is  said  to  have 
anemia.)  The  WBC’ s  are  in¬ 
volved  in  helping  the  indivi¬ 
dual  fight  off  infections.  The 
platelets  are  small  particles  that 
aid  in  the  process  of  blood 
clotting  —  a  vital  function  for  the 
cessation  of  bleeding  (i.e.,  from 
cuts,  ulcers,  etc.)  and  the  older, 
degenerating  fraction  is  con¬ 
stantly  being  removed  from  the 
blood  by  certain  organs  with  a 
disposal  function.  A  very  com¬ 
mon  problem  is  the  miscon¬ 
ceived  notion  that  the  blood 
drawn  is  lost  forever  and  will 
never  be  replaced.  However  in 
order  to  maintain  a  net  balance 
and  normal  amounts  in  the 
blood,  new  RBC’s,  WBC’s  and 
platelets  are  continuously  being 
made  in  the  bone  marrow  (a 
special  part  of  bones)  and  enter 
into  the  bloodstream  to  replace 
those  that  have  been  removed. 

The  second  part  of  blood  can 
be  considered  the  serum,  or  the 
liquid  medium  within  which  the 
formed  elements  are  transport¬ 
ed.  There  are  many  chemicals, 
hormones  and  other  organic 
matter  that  are  presented  and 
dissolved  in  the  serum.  In 
certain  disease  states  there  is 
often  an  imbalance  that  is 
reflected  by  abnormal  amounts 
or  patterns  in  some  of  these 
chemicals  and  hormones.  These 
different  chemicals  or  hormones 
are  usually  specific  for  and 
reflect  the  function  of  a  partic¬ 
ular  organ  being  studied  (i.e., 
liver  and  kidneys).  Thus,  differ¬ 
ent  tests  on  the  same  or  different 
or  for  toxic  amounts  and  is  a 
useful  guide  if  changes  in 
therapy  are  being  contemplated, 
tions  of  some  drugs  ingested  by 
patients  can  be  measured  in  the 
blood.  This  is  frequently  done  to 
check  for  adequacy  of  treatment 
or  for  toxic  amounts  and  is  useful 
guide  if  changes  in  therapy  are 
being  contemplated. 

The  overall  perspective  of 
blood  tests  is  that  they  can 
provide  invaluable  information 
that  is  often  very  helpful  for  the 
medical  care  of  patients.  The 
amount  of  blood  that  is  drawn 
from  most  tests  is  minimal  in 
comparison  to  the  total  amount 
in  a  patient  and  the  risk  of  blood 
testing,  as  outlined  earlier,  is 
minimal. 


Another  bodily  fluid  that  is 
commonly  collected  for  testing  is 
urine.  Various  forms  of  kidney 
diseases,  presence  or  absence  of 
urinary  system  infection,  pres¬ 
ence  of  blood  or  protein  in  the 
urine  are  some  of  the  most 
common  tests  performed  on 

urine.  Urine  tests  usually  com¬ 
plement  and  do  not  replace  the 
need  for  certain  .blood  tests, 
not  replace  the  need  for  certain 
blood  tests. 

A  common  misunderstanding 
is  that  the  urine  test  for  sugar  is 
an  adequate  test  for  the  diaga- 
nosis  of  diabetes.  The  blood  test 
for  sugar  is  much  more  sensitive 
and  accurate  in  making  or

excluding  a  diagnosis  of  diabe¬ 
tes.  The  blood  sugar  has  to 
exceed  a  certain  elevated  level 
before  the  sugar  appears  in  the 
urine;  therefore,  many  early  or 
mild  diabetic  patients  with  lower 
elevations  in  the  blood  sugar 
may  not  be  diagnosed  if  only  the 
urine  is  examined.  The  risk  of 
any  test  on  voided  urine  is 
non-existent. 

Other  body  fluids  or  secre¬ 
tions  can  be  studied.  Coughed 
up  phlegm  is  often  examined  for 


the  presence  of  infection  in  the 
lungs,  tuberculosis  or  lung  can¬ 
cer.  Feces  are  studied  in  various 
ways  and  often  provide  helpful 
information.  For  example,  the 
presence  of  even  microscopic 
amounts  of  blood  detected  in  the 
feces  leads  to  the  suspicion  of 
various  stomach  or  intestinal 
disorders  such  as  an  ulcer,  a 
process  of  inflamation  or  cancer. 

Another  category  of  diagnos¬ 
tic  tests  that  the  physician 
commonly  utilizes  involves  vari¬ 
ous  imaging  techniques.  With 
these  procedures,  internal  struc¬ 
tures  can  be  viewed  and  abnor¬ 
malities  can  be  detected. 


Plain  X-rays  are  excellent  for 
viewing  the  structures  of  bones, 
lungs,  heart  and  other  organs. 
X-rays  can  often  be  supplement¬ 
ed  with  the  addition  of  “con¬ 
trast”  or  dye  material  to  the 
patient  in  order  to  highlight 
Certain  organs  for  more  in-depth 
study  (i.e.,  kidneys,  intestines, 
blood  vessels) . 

Ultrasound  devices  use  sound 
waves  for  imaging  and  are  often 
helpful  in  determining  the  age  of 
a  developing  fetus  and  the 
internal  structures  of  the  heart. 

Radionuclide  scans  involve 
the  injection  of  minute  amounts 
of  radioactive  materials  into  the

(prostitutes  and  pimps).  You 
hate  to  have  your  sons,  grand¬ 
children,  family  to  come  and 
visit  you  and  see  those  people 
around,”  she  said. 

Often  the  noise  of  radios, 
squeaking  of  car  brakes  and  the 
fighting  between  the  prostitutes 
and  pimps  have  kept  her  awake 
all  night,  she  said. 

“The  cars  go  round  and  round 
our  block  like  it’s  a  race  track. 
The  noise  is  bad  especially  in  the 
summertime  when  you  got  the 
windows  open,”  she  said. 

Some  tenants  have  tried  sit¬ 
ting  out  on  the  benches  to  stop 
the  prostitutes  from  coming  near 
their  building,  but  she  said  it 
did  not  help  much  because  the 
tenants  could  not  sit  there  all 
night. 

“I  have  seen  police  going 
through  the  park  and  around  the 
compound  on  horseback,  motor¬ 
cycles,  cars.  But  they  still  seem 
to  be  able  to  get  away  from  it. 
They  seem  to  know  when  the 
police  are  coming,”  she  said. 

“I  was  very  happy  living 
where  I  am  until  this  happen.  At 
one  time  you  were  able  to  walk 
around  the  whole  place...  There 
were  children  out  playing  in  the 
playground.  When  they  see  this, 
they  will  ask  questions.  What 
can  I  tell  them?”  she  said. 

She  feels  frustrated  that  the 
tenants  cannot  do  anything  to 
stop  the  problem. 

“If  I  can  go  out  of  the  house 
and  not  have  to  look  at  these 
people,  like  ordinary  people  in  a 
decent  neighborhood,  then  I  will 
be  happy.  But  when  will  we  be 
able  to  do  this?”  she  asked. 

Another  ten-year  tenant  of 
Mass  Pike  Towers  said  that 
before  there  were  a  few  prosti¬ 
tutes  hanging  around  the  area, 
but  now  there  are  more  of  them 
and  with  pimps.  They  are  heard 
screaming  at  and  arguing  with 
each  other  even  at  4  a.m.,  she 
said. 

She  feels  that  it  is  up  to  the 
police  to  make  more  arrests  and 
beef  up  patrols. 

A  tenant  who  lives  in  a  section 
of  Mass  Pike  Tower  facing  Elliot 
Norton  Park  said  the  noise 
oftentimes  wakes  up  her  chil¬ 
dren  at  night,  but  she  never 
called  the  police  because  she 
“does  not  want  to  cause  any 
trouble.” 

“What  can  I  do?  I  am  sure 
something  can  be  done  by  the 
City  to  move  them  away,  but  I 
don’t  know  what,”  she  said. 

Stanley  Chen,  general  partner 
of  Quincy  Tower  and  South  Cove 
Plaza  East  and  West,  said  that 
the  prostitution  problem  also 
has  a  serious  impact  at  the 
nearby  elderly  housing  com¬ 
plexes. 

*  ‘They  solicit  clients  in  front  of 
the  apartment  building  in  the 
morning  and  the  evening.  They 
do  business  in  our  outside  sitting 
area  (in  South  Cove  Plaza  East), 
under  the  tunnel  and  along  the 
alley  right  next  to  Bay  Village 
housing,”  Chen  said. 

“After  soliciting  customers, 
they  bring  the  customers  to  the 
Quincy  Tower  Parking  lot.  We 
have  to  clean  the  lot  every 
morning,”  he  said. 

The  management,  with  the 
cooperation  of  residents  from 
Bay  Village,  have  taken  some 
preventive  steps.  Two  gates 


were  installed  to  block  off  the 
alleyway  between  South  Cove 
Plaza  and  Bay  Village.  A  gate 
was  put  up  to  stop  outsiders 
from  entering  the  residents’ 
sitting  area.  Flood  lights  were 
added  to  the  parking  lot  at 
Quincy  Tower  and  around  the 
building  of  South  Cove  Plaza 
East. 

“We  can  only  prevent  it 
within  our  property.  Outside  of 
our  property,  it  is  not  our 
jurisdiction,”  Chen  said.  He 
added  that  tenants  and  super¬ 
intendents  of  the  buildings  are 
instructed  to  call  the  police  when 
they  see  something  wrong  in  the 
parking  lot  or  near  the  buildings . 

Chen  believes  that  more  po¬ 
lice  patrols  in  the  area  might 
help. 

“Probably  the  judicial  system 
is  too  lenient.  The  prostitutes  go 
in  and  out.  If  they  locked  them 
up  for  a  longer  period  of  time,  it 
might  deter  them,”  he  suggest¬ 
ed. 

Bill  Chin,  owner  of  a  rest¬ 
aurant  on  Tyler  St.  and  a  grocery 
store  on  Harrison  Ave.,  also 
described  prostitution  as  being 
a  serious  problem  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  district  of  Chinatown.  The 
traffic  is  bumper  to  bumper  from 


1  a.m.  to  3  a.m.  along  Harrison 
Ave.  from  Essex  St.  to  the 
intersection  at  Kneeland  St.,  he 
said.  , 

The  street  becomes  a  red  light 
district  at  night,  which  hurts 
business  and  creates  minor  pick 
pocket  incidents,  he  said. 

Last  year  the  Chinese  mer¬ 
chants  pitched  in  and  came  up 
with  $6,000  to  hire  off-duty 
police  officers  to  patrol  the 
Chinatown  business  district 
from  2  a.m.  to  8  a.m.  every 
night.  Chin  said  the  merchants 
could  not  afford  to  do  so  on  a 
long-term  basis.  When  the  mon¬ 
ey  ran  out  so  did  the  plan  for  paid 
police  details. 

My  solution  to  that  is  to  light 
up  the  streets.  The  City  should 
put  up  more  lights.  Merchants 
should  sacrifice  and  put  up 
brighter  lights  and  use  a  timer  to 
turn  the  lights  on.  The  mer¬ 
chants  should  pay  the  extra  cost 
for  electricity,”  Chin  said.  He 
added  that  the  court  should 
cooperate  more  with  police  in 
levying  heavier  fines. 


“They  arrested  40  prostitutes 
yesterday.  Tomorrow  they  will 
be  back  on  the  streets,”  he  said.

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body  and  “scanning”  for  the 
localization  and  distribution  of 
the  radioactive  material  in  the 
area(s)  of  interest  (i.e.,  thyroid 
gland,  liver). 

These  imaging  techniques 
have  been  in  use  for  many  years 
and  are  safe  and  dependable. 
Newer  modes  of  imaging  include 
Computerized  Tomography  (the 
so-called  CAT  scan)  which  is 
technologically  more  advanced 
and  often  adds  more  detail  and 
information  in  regard  to  distor¬ 
tions  in  the  architecture  of  some 
internal  organs. 

Pregnant  women  and  people 
with  a  history  of  X-ray  dye 
allergy  should  inform  their 
physician  of  these  facts  because 
there  is  a  potential  hazard  to 
these  individuals  from  some  of 
these  imaging  tests. 

When  all  these  generally 
“non-invasive”  tests  do  not 
provide  the  necessary  informa¬ 
tion,  then  other  more  invasive 
tests  are  sometimes  indicated. 
They  include  various  forms  of 
endoscopic  techniques  and  tis¬ 
sue  biopsy.  Endoscopic  tech¬ 
niques,  with  the  aid  of  a  tubular 


scope  with  an  attached  light 
source,  allows  direct  viewing  of 
parts  of  the  body  such  as  the 
throat,  lungs,  stomach  and  in¬ 
testines.  In  a  biopsy,  piece(s)  of 
specific  organs  sire  obtained  and 
are  then  examined  microscop¬ 
ically  for  diagnostic  purposes. 
These  more  invasive  diagnostic 
test  may  occasionally  be  uncom¬ 
fortable  and  the  risks  vary 
depending  on  the  particular 
technique.  They  are,  however, 
quite  safe  when  performed  by 
experienced  physicians. 

Results  of  diagnostic  tests  aid 
in  the  care  of  patients  and  often 
lead  to  earlier  detection  and 
diagnosis  of  some  medical  pro¬ 
blems.  Hopefully,  this  leads  to 
earlier  treatments,  more  cures 
and/or  the  prevention  of  pro¬ 
gression  in  certain  diseases. 

It  is  important  that  all  patients 
fully  understand  why  certain 
tests  are  recommended,  how 
they  are  performed  and  the 
potential  benefits  and  risks  of 
the  test.  The  patient  should  also 
know  the  interpretation  of  the 
results  and  how  they  may  affect 
his  or  her  medical  care.

She  went  on  to  describe  some 
of  the  cases  she  has  come  across. 

“One  was  a  young  girl  on 
welfare.  She  probably  has  been 
arrested  three  times  in  the  last 
year.  That  means  to  me  she  is 
not  a  professional.  That  means 
to  me  three  times  in  one  year  is 
not  a  bad  record  for  a  prostitute. 
That’s  a  very  minor  record.  And 
she’s  on  a  six  months  suspended 
sentence.  She  came  in  here.  I 
talked  to  her  this  morning.  She 
said  she  does  go  down  there  now 
and  then  just  because  she  needs 
the  money.  She  swears  up  and 
down  that  she  does  not  have  a 


pimp.  I  tend  to  believe  her, 
because  if  she  does  have  a  pimp, 
she  will  be  there  every  night... 
So  what  do  I  do,  do  I  send  her  to 
Framingham  for  six  months 
because  of  a  disorderly  person 
charge?  Do  I  do  that?  I  didn’t  do 
that.  I  couldn’t  do  that.  I  would 
not  feel  right  doing  that,”  she 
said. 

“Second  one  I  got,  a  trans¬ 
vestite.  He’s  very  feminine. 
He’s  on  suspended  sentence. 
What  do  I  do,  do  I  send  him  to 
Deer  Island?  Do  you  know  what 
will  happen  to  him  in  Deer 
Island?...  He  will  get  hurt.  So, 
therefore,  I  made  him  swear  to 
me  that  he  will  move  out  of 
Boston.  He’s  now  living  in 
Everett.  He’s  going  to  work  in 
Hartford  as  an  entertainer,  ’  ’  she 


continued. 

‘  ‘I  can’t  see  putting  him  down 
in  jail.  However,  he  was  fined,  in 
addition  to  probation,  a  $200.  He 
paid  the  fine.  The  Common¬ 
wealth  is  $200  richer,  he  is  $200 
poorer.  He’s  warned.  I  think  that 
this  is  going  to  cost  him.  I  am 
still  in  favor  of  the  heavy  fines. 
See,  the  judges  don’t  know  them 
personally  like  I  know  them. 
When  they  come  in,  they  don’t 
know  Betty  Lee  from  Suzie 
Jones.  They  don’t  know,  so  they 
can’t  tell  who  is  the  professional 
and  who’s  not.  The  only  way 
they  can  judge  it  is  from  their 
record.  The  number  of  arrests  in 
the  last  couple  of  months,  how 
often  are  they  coming  in,  that’s  a 
good  indicator  whether  or  not 
this  person  is  a  pro,  a  real  pro. 
But  it’s  just  a  different  story 
when  you  see  them,  when  you 
are  dealing  with  them  in  a 
human,  interpersonal  relation¬ 
ship.  It’s  tough.  Especially, 
when  burglars  are  getting  sus¬ 
pended  sentences,  when  rob¬ 
bers,  that  kind  of  thing.  How  do 
you  send  a  hooker  to  jail?  It’s  a 
whole  different  way  of  looking  at 
things,”  she  said. 

“I  often  tried  to  help  these 
girls  to  do  something  for  them  to 
get  them  out  of  the  streets.  But 
for  those  who  do  not  have  other 
sources  of  income,  there  are 
very  few  sources  I  can  provide 
them  to  get  them  off  the  streets. 
There  is  this  college  graduate 
from  Suffolk  University.  She’s  a 
drug  addict.  I  sent  her  to  a  drug 
program  for  90  days.  She  was 
arrested  again.  I  sent  her  to 
Framingham  for  one  year.  She  is 
someone  who  has  a  degree. 
Hopefully,  when  she  comes  out, 
she’ll  be  clean  of  drugs  and  be 
off  the  streets,”  Fuller  said. 

Over  half  of  the  cases  that  she 
handles  are  hard  drug  addicts, 
and  she  feels  that  the  best  way  to 
get  them  to  quit  prostitution  is  to 
help  them  kick  the  drug  habit.
